Mrs. Thaw said not only that the 


comforts accorded to her son when he 
•was first sent to the asylum were nnt 
restored after his recent return, but 
that he had been denied privileges he 
enjoyed for eighteen months while In 
the asylum. 


The superintendent of the hospital, 


Mrs. Thaw said, when asked the rea- 
son for the discontinuance of privi- 
leges to Thaw, answered that, what 
had been done for him was not ap- 
preciated. 


Cannot Give Sen Delicacies. 


Mrs. Thaw says: 
"Even the privi- 


lege is denied me of giving my so-.i 
the whites of eggn and orange juice 
prescribed for him by his own and my 
physicians and which heretofore I have 
given him each afternoon when I made 
a visit. 


"For the 
first 
time in eighteen 


months they 
have 
denied him the 


privilege of playing the piano. 
. "He is still locked up In the bare 
cell, which I described in court, at 8 
o'clock, although other patients, some 
of whom do not work, are allowed to 
remain up till 9 o'clock. 
My son had 


nothing whatever to eat from 6:15 n. 
m (o 5:13 p. m. because, a lawyer came 
to see him at noon, dinner hour. Even 
the keepers wished to get him some- 
thing to e_at, but Dr. Baker gave spe- 
cial orders that they should give him 
nothing during this eleven and one- 
half hours of starvation. 


Dr Lamb's Queer Attitude. 


"We inquired of Dr. Lamb the rea- 


son for the deprivations. He answer- 
ed that what they- had done was 'not 
appreciated much when we went 
to 


court.' 
To this 
Harry 
replied, 'Dr. 


Lamb, I treated both you and Dr. Baker 
much better in i court than you de- 
served, as you know, when testifying.

•History of the Child.' 


Mrs. Charlotte Blakely, 
who was 


awarded 
the 
child by 
the 
i federal 


courts two years ago, lived with her 
mother at 1027 Garfleld avenue,, two 
miles and a half from the business 
district. 
She was a stenographer. 


The little girl, who is five years old, 


has been carefully 'guarded in Topeka. 
This motjiing a woman ostensibly sell- 
ing soap, appeared 
at. the Blakely 


home. She soon left and a;ha!f hour 
later a buggy in which were, two men 
and the 'same 
woman, 
appeared in 


front of the house. 
One of the men 


alighted and entered the yard where 
the child was playing with a young 
man of the neighborhood. In whose 
charge she had been left. As the kid- 
naper ran toward her the young man 
attempted to interfere. 


Posse'Goes in Pursuit.

The kidnaper shot at him, but miss- 


ed. He then knocked him down'with 
his revolver, carried the child to the 
buggy and 'drove off. 
The police de- 


partment 'was 
immediately 
notified 


and a large posse soon was in pur- 
suit. 


Marian ;Blakely has had a stormy 


career. She was born'in a hospital at 
St. Louis.and was placed in one of the 
incubators shown at 
the- exposition 


there. 
While .there she was formally 


adopted by Mrs. James G. Barclay, of 
Moline,'111. 'Mrs. Blakely sighed'a re- 
lease, but she afterward sued to -re- 
cover the child and.was successful in 
the Illinois courts. 
She brought the 


.little'girl to Kansas and she was kid- 
naped from the mother In Montgomery 
county, but later was recovered.' 


The supreme court finally awarded 


custody to Mrs. Blakely. 
Mrs. .Bar- 


clay then instituted a suit''in the fed- 
eral ' court for the possession of the 
child., but was again defeated. 


The buggy in which the kidnapers 


escaped was found at 1 o'clock today 
at a point two miles from where the 
child was stolen. 
It had been hired

Suffragettes 
at Liverpool 


and Glasgow Cut Up 


Strenuously. 


Liverpool, Aug. 21.—Varying their 


usual tactics in harassing members of 
the cabinet by verbal interruptions 
during public speeches, some suffra- 
gettes who had gained admittance to 
unoccupied houses 
in - the • neighbor- 


hood, last night sent a volley of bot- 
tles, brickbats and slate through the 
windows of the hall where Secretary 
of War Haldane was speaking. 


Seven of the women were arrested. 


The police had to ascend a fire escape 
to the roof to arrest one of them. 


At Glasgow there was a determined 


effort on the part of suffragettes to at- 
tend a meeting where the earl of 
Crewe, secretary of state for the colo- 
nies, spoke in St. Andrew's hall during 
the evening. ' 


Three Suffragettes Hide on Roof. 
In the afternoon three rain soaked 


and benumbed suffragettes were dis- 
lodged from the roof of the hall. ' 


Strict orders had been issued to ex- 


clude all women from the meeting, so 
the suffragettes decided, to break into 
the building through the trap door on 
the roof. In the middle of last night 
the three women got a ladder and 
climbed to the roof, where they hid be- 
hind a. chimney waiting to put their 
plan into operation. 


When 
they were discovered 
they 


were nearly perishing from wet and 
cold, but they • declined to come down 
and much difficulty was experienced in 
removing them from their perilous po- 
sition. 


Riotous Scene Follows Later. 


Later some women made determined 


efforts to Invade the hall and a crowd 
of their sympathizers came into con- 
flict with the police, which resulted in 
riotous scenes. 


Several of th» suffragettes were ar- 


rested for throwing stones through the 
windows of the hall ana other breaches 
of the peace.

Winona Lake. Ind., Aug. 21.—The 


Christian Citizenship institute that has 
been in session at Winona since Aug. 
9 has closed after one of the most 
successful meetings in its history. The 
final day saw the largest audience 
present since the meetings began. / 


Rev. J. S. McGaw, Rev. J. S. Mar- 


tin. Rev. E. A. Stelner and Rev. S. F. 
Scovel gave .'the lectures of the clos- 
ing day of the institute. Dr. McGaw 
said: 


"We are all working for reform hut 


the word of God must be the basis of 
all reform. 
Our reforms are for our 


boys and girls. The trinity for traps 
mentioned, were 'gambling, the social 
evil and the licensed saloon. 


"It Is distressing to a parent trying 


to keep his boy or girl pure /that he 
cannot escape the slot machine, the 
lottery tickets of the grocery, cards in 
society :ind elsewhere. 
! 


"The white slave traffic, often under 


police survellance. which by a well or- 
ganized system has entrapped 00.000 
girls In this country, carrying the sys- 
tem even to the peasant homes across 
the water." 


Of the third evil. Dr. iMcGaw said 


that the man who takes a drink was 
not the worst man in the world. "It 
is the licensed .saloon that must be 
fought," he said. 
"Until the saloon 


is gone no boy or girl is safe until the 
clods are over them In .the grave. 


The Evils of Rum Traffic. 


"Of the eight million young men in 


the United States, the 250,000 (baited 
traps catch two million regular 'drink- 
ers and three million tipplers, whllo 
only 400.000 are in churches. There 
are several .thousand times as mnny 
open mouths to the pit as there are 
churches. 


"Seventy-five per cent of the 
in- 


mates ]of state and penal institutions 
are caught In these traps, and nlne- 
tenths of the slum evils are produced 
thereby. Just as decoy birds arc used 
to catch other,birds, so the traps are 
baited with women, music, vaudeville, 
gardens and plenty of waiters, and 
sometimes even the streets leading to 
the saloon are sprinkled with beer. All 
efforts are used to devise ways of 
creating new 
appetites 
by' candy, 


liquor, advertisements, etc." 


The speaker looked to his text for 


God's attitude toward this, and be- 
lieves that His vengeance [will surely 
come on the nation, because It is tho 
sin of a nation. The United States 
government is the'throne oflthis Ini- 
quity. The liquor traffic is not a skin 
disease, he said, hut an abscess. Every 
American voter was a \ stockholder in 
Uncle Sam's liquor party. It made no 
difference which party was In control, 
it was a national matter. 


In Its Financial Aspects. 


In the'financial side of the question 


same startling!figures were given. The 
more than two billion dollars spent 
for "liquor, plus eirpense of wreckage, 
state institutions, to say nothing of 
broken hearts, would notibalance the 
$193,000,000 paid in taxes by the liquor 
interests.

Mrs. Baldwin believes 
that God has planned this so that the 
child will have the strength to pass 
through the adolescent stage of the In- 
termediate department.

touches were put on the non-magnetic 
yacht, the Carnegie, yesterday, and the 
vessel, which la to make complete sur- 
veys of the oceans ot the world, is 
ready to start on Its first expedition. 
The (survey work which the vessel Is 
to do under the supervision of scien- 
tists from' the Carnegie institute In 
Washington is expected to mark an 
epoch In the marine world. 
Besides 


making surveys it will be enabled to 
make observations of such accuracy 
as will correct variations of the com- 
pass as laid down in present charts. It 
Is expected that the magnetic surveys 
of the oceans of the world will take 
at least fifteen years. 


The Carnegie Is the first completely 


non-magnetic vessel ever built. 
The 


keel of the vessel was laid In February 
last. Even' piece of copper or browse 
that has entered into her construction 
has been placed under magnetic tests, 
but so successful were her builders in 
the preparation of material that out of 
the mass of articles tor her construc- 
tion only seven spikes were found to 
be defective and condemned. 


FOR 


The cost ot the construction |Of the 
'arncgie Is about $125,000. 
She has 


full sail power, with brtganllne rig, 
carrying 13,000 square feet of sail. She 
carries,the Urst set of bronze spar 1H- 
tings ever made; the same can be said 
of her bronze anchor. 
She is fitted 


with auxiliary i power for use in ma- 
neuvering when making special sur- 
veys. With the exception of cast Iron 
pistons in the cylinders of her bronze 
internal combustion engines and the 
steel cams necessary for operating the 
valves, 
aggregating less 
than 600 


pounds, the engine mechanism will be 
absolutely non-magnetic. Fuel to be 
.used by the Carnegie will be producer 
gas, making this the first seagoing ves- 
sel to be propelled by fuel .of this kind. 
Anthracite coal will be used, the gas 
to be generated in the producer and 
taken through a special , "scrubber," 
and used explosively In the combustion 
engine. 


The dimensions of the Carnegie are 


as follows: 


Length over all, 155 feet 6 inches; 


length on water line, 128 feet 4 inches, 
and mean draught 12 feet 7 inches.

HEN I arrived at Nairobi . 
was going to 


Norfolk Hotel for my baggage, the largest 
and best looking safari that I had ever seen 
passed. 1 was very much interested to know- 
to whom it belonged, and was told that it was 


the Roosevelt safari going to Capite Plains. When I 
got back to the station with my bag I met Captain 
Cunnlnghame. who was Colonel Koosevelt's white 
hunter and guide; Mr. McMlll in, whose guest he was 
to be, and Colonel Harrison, the great elephant hunt- 
r* and the discoverer of the pygmies of Africa, wbo 
were going to Mombasa to meet him. 


The next evening we had a big dinner for Colonel 


Roosevelt at the Mombasa Club, at which Governor 
Jackson, Selous, Colonel Hnrrlson, Kermlt Roosevelt, 
the scientists of the expedition, the captain of the Eng- 
lish man of war, the German Consul, Dr. Redford, 
Captain Donald, Mr. Ward Fawcas, Cole, Dr. Sea- 
man, myself and others'were present. 


Colonel Roosevelt appeared surprised at finding me 


In Mombasa, and we reminisced over college days at 
Harvard and' athletics when we were there thirty 
years ngo. I introduced Colonel Roosevelt to a very 
mild mannered settler named Fawcas. as a man who 
had killed ten lions, whereupon tbe Colonel said:— 


"Well, if 1 kill one lion and one" elephant 1 will be 


satisfied." 


,T predicted he would kill fifteen lions arid would

I.feel -that the estimate of the. number of game is 


probably less than half of "That he will see, but so.

Hunting the Lion.. 


The lion is the most dangerous of all African ani- 


mals, although he usually runs away, and as his 
senses are more acute than those of a man- he will 
probably detect him when in tbe busb and disappear 
without having been seen. 
On the plain he can be 


seen running away; but be cannot be overtaken un- 
less the hunter is on horseback. .When wounded he 
will run to the tall grass or the bush if be can. but 
if wounded and there Is no cover he will stand or 
charge. A hunter must be very careful In approach- 
Ing a -wounded lion,, and fire straight and not go too 
near, for if he does not get the lion the lion is 
very apt to. get him. 


The hunter must also be carefui not to follow him 


into the bush, as he never knows where the animal ": 
until perhaps he is too near, and tbe lion will have 
the advantage and may spring on him. The liou Is 
twice as heavy as a man and twice as strong, and in 
a tussle has the advantage in close quarters. la tbe 


which IIP JTOPK Into simp quiet, shady nlace incl sleeps 
during the day. Very often a kill is seen—that is. tbe 
body of an animal killed and partly eaten tliu nij-'ht 
before.

Tbe buffalo Is said by many hunters to be the most 


ilanserous animal In Africa; In fact. I have heard It 
(stated that be is thirty per cent more dangerous than 
any other animal. Hunters have the most profound 
respect for the buffalo anil the lion. Having listened 
to the storips of hunting as narrated by hunters, 
guides, settlers and government officials I can only 
form the opinion that more people have been Injured 
by lions during tbe last ten years than by all the other 
animals together. Tbe buffalo Is "u-ry timid, and al- 
though thp hunter may come acro:ss his fresh tracks 
IIP rarely sees him except early Iji the morning at 
about daybreak. The best place to hunt him Is in 
billy country, and It is wise to be on a different hill, 
witb a valley between. It is as easy to kill a buffalo 
if oni' bas a broadside shot as it is to kill a bull in the 
Hold, as they are very large and of the same build. If 
be is wounded, however, the hunter must look out, as 
tbe bufl'alo can charge rapidly and follow the hunter 
as a bull docs a bullfi'rhter. The hunter must also be 
ou ills guard if the buffalo is wounded and runs away, 
for be sometimes doubles on tbe hunter and unex- 
pectedly charges blm from behind.

have never beard of any man being killed -by one, 
whereas the graveyard lit Nairobi is lilled by those 
killed by lions.

The Jungle Perils.

rise to a globular mass which it' not removed goes on

Suggestions About Packing 


a Summer Vacation Trunk 


It Is Impossible to psck a. trunk 


successfully without tissue paper, for 
the secret of good packing la stuffing 
and firmness. A trunk not sufficiently 
full to be flrm may be a model of work 
before the trip, but a^t the journey's 
end everything In It will be crumpled 
or broken. It It easy to understand 
this condition when one remembers 
with what force baggage Is thrown 
from trains and wagons, and that the 
contents will "settle" If there Is tbfi 
slightest looseness. 


Thin or perishable garments should 


be stuffed almost solid with tissue pa- 
per, for there must be enough pack- 
Ing to prevent the material from go- 
Ins Into creases.' no matter what 
weight Is laid on. It may be pressed 
upon, but not flattened. 


All ribbon bows or loops must hav« 


pieces of paper put between until the 
trimming Is stuffed almost round. And 
when small articles are packed to be 
protected, the tissue paper must be 
torn Into small bits, crumpled and 
tucked In snuely. 


In protecting skirts so there will be 


no folds the garment should be laid 
on a. bed or other large surface and 
smoothed until free from creases. If 


this Is not carefully done the final re- 
sult wjll not be satisfactory. 
When 


smooth whole sheets of tissue paper 
must be taken and twisted into ropes 
the length of the skirt. If thin papeY 
is scarce, newspaper slmilarly'twinted, 
will be excellent. A wrapping of tis- 
sue must be placed on the outside. 


One of these ropes should~be at the 


waist and down about one-quarter of 
a yard from the outer edge at the bot- 
tom. Over this on either side the skirt 
Is folded to bring a twist of paper in 
the folds. 
This 
prevents a crease. 


Other "ropes" are 
laid under.each 


turn, until the garment has been fold- 
ed to fit the trunk or box Into which 
It Is to be packed. If it is necessary 
to turn the skirt back to shorten It a 
rope must be put under at the fold 
to prevent a crease. 


Sleeves of waists and the bodies 


are to be stuffed until they look as 
though they were on the wearer. 


A girl who Is not so fortunate as to 


possess a hat trunk will find that her 
headgear will be protected if tapes 
are tacked to the sides of the trunk 
and the hats fastened to these tapes 
by the brims. Securely done, the mil- 
linery will not move.

Formerly the solid mass of 


curd was broken by the fingers or any 
instrument at hand, but the scientific 
way of cutting the curd Is by the use 
of horizontal or perpendicular knives, 
passing lengthwise and crosswise of 
the vat 


As soon as cut 'a gentle agitation 


should begin, not violent enough to 
break the particles of curd, but suffi- 
cient to cause them to move one upon 
the other. 
This allows the whey to 


escape, while the curd settles to tho 
bottom of the vat. As soon as a mem- 
brane forms, retaining the globules of 
fat, the third step In the process of 
cheese making la in order.

THE SILO THE SIGN OF PROSPERITY 


BT PBOFESSOK X S. GLOVE3, 


lUinoii Biirrmen's AisccUtiou. 


It Is more than a quarter of a cen- 


tury since the American farmer be- 
gan to can some of his green crops in 
a vessel, called a silo. There has been 
much written and a great deal of ex- 
perimenting done to prove the feasi- 
bility of preserving some of our green 
food In this manner. There is no long- 
er any question that this method Is one 
of the best as well as the cheapest 


jpicion are fast disappearing and silos' 
are being built in every part of tne 
country where livestock is kept. The 
silo has become a permanent factor in 
American husbandry and the time Is 
not far off when the stock raisers, as 
well 
as 
the dairymen, will depend 


largely on the contents of the silo for 
green feed. 


The progressive dairymen have long 


realized the value of succulent food for 
their cows, and they have been using 
silos for many years. It Is the more 
conservative farmers who are now 
rapidly becoming converted to the use 
of silage and are making Inquiries In 
regard to the building of silos 
and 


many other questions pertaining to 
this method of preserving feed. These 
questions have led the writer to pre- 
pare these notes on the silo and silage. 
. It is a settled question that the silo 
should be built round, for in a build 
ing of this shape the silage is best pre- 
served. In a round structure the con- 
tents settle more evenly than in any 
other shaped building, and if the corn 
is properly put into the silo the ma- 
terial is nearly as good next to the wall 
as it is in "the center.

PICKING AND PACKING APPLES 


Not a Little Is Lost in Improperly Preparing the 


, 
Apple Crop for the Market.

'The best method I have ever tried is 


picking Into baskets. 
These baskets 


should "be about half-bushel round 
baske'ts with drop handles. 


The baskets should be smooth on the 


•Inside—that is, free from strips.around 
the'inside or bottom. They should be 
lined with', burlap to prevent bruising, 
and a''short iron hook "should be at- 
tache^ to the. handle to suspend the 
basket from the limbs', so as to. enable 
the picker .to use both hands. 


The great advantage' in. using the 


basket I find lies largely in the fact 
that if: the'apples are. carefully'placed 
In :the same they are not bruised. 
. . The worst objections'I have to tKe 
baskets are that they are not so handy 
as'the; sack and that sometimes care- 
'less pickers are disposed to toss ap- 
ples into them as they set upon the 
•ground or hang upon a limb a few feet 
away. 


My experience Is that apples packed

HARVESTING EARLY POTATOES 


Usually when the early potatoes an

soon as they are cultivated for the las 
time with our hand cultivator we mak 
a drill and sow our navy beans for th 
winter's use. They may be cultivate^ 
with the wheel cultivator by removini 
all but the two front teeth, and as soo: 
as the potatoes are dug the horse cul 
tivator can be put to work. 


If the rows are four and one-half fee 


apart then late cabbage and caulifiowc 
may be put in the place the potatoe 
occupied, or even turnips sowed in 
drill. 


In this way the land may be used t 


produce three crops instead of one an 
the land not allowed to run to weeds, a 
is often the case after early potatoes

The English market is the basis 
upon which the whole egg production 
of Denmark has been built.

so the Danes furnish them of this size 
to the extent of from 30,000,000 to 40,-

for eggs from other countries.

The importance of the lambing sea- 
on to the stud sheep breeder-cannot 
e overestimated, for as year succeeds 
ear it is becoming more and more evi- 
ent that the. full individual pedigrees 
re being required in increasing num- 
ers for sheep that are sold for breed- 
ng. 


It is said by many that it is almost 


mpossible to get .the correct pedigree 
f the lambs. This, however, has been 
roved over and over again to be a fal- 
acy, for their are many flocks scattered 
hrough'out this country in which the 
ull individual pedigree of each sheep 
s recorded. 


To say there is no trouble attached 


o it would be wrong, but to say that 
he trouble entailed is insurmountable 
s equally wrong. All that is necessary 
s that proper arrangements should be 
Tiade for the work, and if these ar- 
angements are made it will surprise 
nany to find how little time and trou- 
jle is. necessary. 


An "hour or. so In the largest flocks 


3ach morning will suffice to make the 
necessary entries and to do the mark- 
ng of the lambs. 


The return for'this, little trouble.is 


great, as it places upon record the 
produce of each individual in the flock, 
t gives a record o£ the result.o£ mat- 
ng of the different sires, it enables 
the flock owner to trace out with cer- 
tainty the result of the making of dif- 
ferent strains of blood, and it shows 
conclusively the value not only of the 
different sires used, but also of' the in- 
dividual ewes of the flock. 


In another manner it is valuable be- 


cause it is a check'upon the shepherd, 
providing 
record of the number 
of 


:ambs 
reared. 


The simplest and most comfortable 


building is'always the best. Two im- 
portant essentials are that it shall 
be easily cleaned out and that it shall 
contain no harbor's for the red mite, 
that cannot easily be reached with 
a liquid spray. 


If the house la difficult to clean it 


ivill seldom be cleaned. If it has a 
board floor or a dropping board with 
nests under it red mites will get in and 
cannot be dislodged. 


They will get under'the board floor 


the millions and one cannot reach 


:hem with insecticide, and at night 
they will make life a "burden to the 
fowls resting in the house. 


They 'get underneath a dropping 


board by millions,- and it the nests are 
made under it they will fairly swarm 
in them, and they are safe from harm. 


An open room is always best, with 


perches hinged lo the wall, so they can 
quickly be turned up out of the way 
when the cleaning is done. 


Nests should be single, so that they 


can quickly be emptied -arid sprayed 
and replaced. 
Small houses are best 


because they are warmest and easily 
cleaned out. 


A- large house is cold- and full of 


drafts. A dozen small houses connect- 
ed together by simple scratching sheds 
are vastly better than one large house, 
and'they do not cost so much. 


I always advise the building of'house: 


with large scratching sheds attached; 
then when shut in by stormy weather 
the- fowls will live in the scratching 
sheds and 'only sleep and lay in the 
houses.—Mrs. Belle Bebe.

The standard of the breeder of fancy 


:attle is not-the same as the standard 
if th'e breed of animals for the butch- 
er. Each must have a standard of nis 
own. 
The breeder of animals to be 


old at a high price for breeding ani- 
mals must have a standard before his 
eyes that has already'been set by the 
cattle judges. The nearer his animals 
come to that standard the higher will 
be the prices they will bring. 


All the 
animals that sell at high 


>rices at the great auction sales are 
those that come close 
to the ideal 


standard of perfection established by 
the judges. Most of the high-priced 
animals have taken prizes at the great 
shows. Some beef bulls have been held 
at $10,000 because in the great com- 
petitive contests they won first place. 


The breeder of. -fancy 
stock 
must 


.h'erefore have this kind of a standan 
before Mm, ant] for that reason to 
should make himself familiar with' tlr 
rreat prize winners in the cattle ring 
The standard may be faulty, but if s> 
ic has no recourse but .to follow it 
Svery departure from the acceptei 
standard will mean a lessened chanc> 
to s.ellhis animals at high prices.. 


Most of our common farmers wh' 


are breeding cattle are not raising ani 
imals to sell as breeders, but animal-, 
which shall go to the butcher whet 
fitted for it. They do not care as mucl 
about th'e rules of the show ring ai 
they care about the standards that-an 
found in.'the great stock yards in whicl 
animals are purchased for slaughter.

If they study the standards, of thosi 


yards they will find that the buyen 
do not care anything for markings o; 
colors. They do not care whether ai 
animal is a grade or pure-bred so loni 
as he has th'e right kind of meat 01 
him and that meat placed to.the b'es 
advantage.

steer.in the stock yards has brough 
a higher price than the pure-bred b; 
his side.

KILLING CANADIAN THISTLES 


The experiment stations 
of this 


ountry have undertaken' to show th< 
armers how to exterminate the Can- ' 
da thistles and do it scientifically., It ' 
s the most dreaded of all weeds, 'be- : 
ause its seeds are so easily distribut-' 
:d, and 
it grows 
by underground 


terns. 
The life of the plant depends upor 


he green leaves above ground. Cut-- 
ing these leaves and the stems twice 
does not seem to affect the roots, wh'ict . 
lave reserve material to draw upon, 
but by continued cuttings this re- 
serve will be exhausted and the planl 
will die. 


The most successful of. the state ex- 


pcriments was in Illinois. The thistles 
used in the test covered two and one- 
ial£ acres very thickly of rich blacl! 
prairie soil. The thistles were cutJulj 
17, when in full bloom, very close tc 
Ihe ground. The ground was plowed 
three inches deep and harrowed. Hun- 
;arian millet was sown at the rate ol 
one 
bushel 
per 
acre. 
On 
Sept 


10 the millet was one foot high and the 
thistles four or five inches high. It 
was turned under and harrowed, Oct. 


the ground 
was 
plowed, again 


harrowed and seeded to winter rye at 
the rate of one and one-half bushels 
per acre. 


The middle of the following April th'e 


rye was turned under and the ground 
thoroughly harrowed. Tho ground was 
plowed May 25 and June 25. On Mav 
25 very few thistles could be found 
July 14 the ground was seeded to mil- 
let which was cut for hay Sept 
15. Less than fifty thistles were found 
on the two and one-half acres during 
the latter half of the season. The net 
total cost of this victory was ?10.50 per 
acre. 


Thistles should not only be cut but 


burned. 
><o trace of them should be 


left, as the seeds are easily distributed 
and will th'rivo under the most adverse 
conditions.—C. W. Pratt Missouri.

It Is true that !a man fmay lie 
for a time housed, bedded and'clothed, 
a situation found for him, and he may 
be'apparently well started on >a. pros- 
perous career, yet if the old heart, the 
old appetite and passions remain, he is 
sure -to fall and plunge 'into want, 
dwelling among the swine.

The mission has no place for the 


man or-woman who, If able, absolutely 
will not help 'themselves when oppor- 
tunity is offered. They must all ex- 
perience a change of heart. This 'is 
true whether applied materially or

temporal 'salvation. 


God offers spiritual salvation. The in- 
dividual must personally desire salva- 


more people to hold the ropes. 'Will 
you? After all this is the Lord's plan.

Social position 
had nothing to do with Paul. He had 
an eye that penetrated a man's cloth- 
ing and looked at his heart.

layer gets on top, frequently in less 
time, and the church or mission or de- 
nomination 'that reaches the common 
people (so called) today is going to be 
the power or Influence, two or three 
generations hence, if not sooner, !and 
a true mission is a. great feeder for 
the church and rightly so.
